The Maryland Health Care Commission publishes this notice to clarify a previously 
published schedule [32:22 Md. R. 1795 (10-28-05)] for the submission of applications to 
request a waiver to provide primary percutaneous coronary intervention (PCI) services in 
a hospital without on-site cardiac surgery.  The Commission will receive applications 
from hospitals in each Regional Service Area on the date listed below.  All Maryland 
hospitals wishing to begin or continue providing primary PCI services without on-site 
cardiac surgery must submit an application for a waiver.  The general procedure to obtain 
a waiver is set forth at COMAR 10.24.17.05D(1).  An applicant must demonstrate the 
ability to comply with all requirements for primary PCI programs without on-site cardiac 
surgery as specified in the regulations.  A copy of the application may be obtained from 
the Commission by calling (410) 764-3232.
